Toe Bennett, rounded up Atari to speak this »onth, 
introduced Big Hartiann, the President of Software at fttari 
Corp. 

Hr. Hartflann introduced John Skruch, Software Product 
Manager for the 8-bit line, John Feagars, responsible for 
the IDS (Traiiel Operating System on the ST line), Shiraz 
Shivji, Vice President of RID, Richard Frick*, Director of 
the 16-bit product line, Neil Harris, Editor of the RTftRI 
EXPLORER, Gary Traiiel, Vice President of finance and Nick 
L efebvrt, General Counsel of fttari. Hr. Hartiann talked 
about the relationship between user groups and fttari, and 
pretty much says what's been said by every other company and 
their brother. Hi stated, “He have a lot of new things that 
we are in the process of developing. . .so that you 1 11 be able 
to do the things the ’Big Boys* are doing.* He says (says 
is the key word in this sentence) the lachines will be 
available in April (48,801 l30IE 1 s) at low, low prices (so 
com on down.,.E-Z credit...). He says they are looking for 
good beta testers. "We are going to produce 20 to 38 nmw 
software products within the next couple of flonths. ■ So, if 


you're interested in testing new equipment, call Richard 
Frick* at fttari and "tell us what you can do for us." 

Neil Harris gets up and demonstrates the 138XE. fttari 
is currently looking for software for it that will use all 
the available memory (128k through bank selecting), fttari 
produced software will use the extra memory for nice extra 
touches that will not be seen on the B80XL (such as wore 
gaae screens, etc.) fttari is trying to get wore third party 
support, too. 

Harris gave the floor to Shiraz Shivji. He talked 
about the 520ST. It has... custom parts (less parts than in 
an 800XL), 512k memory, 68800 ii coprocessor 8 0Hhz, video 
and processor work siiuitaneously (no waiting for the screen 
to be drawn), separate keyboard processor, hard disk port, 
floppy disk drive port (SA400 type that uses Shugart 
interface) with built-in disk controller. Shiraz said, “The 
data transfer rates are as fast as the data is taken from 
the disk.* It includes an RS232 port at 19.2 kilobits/sec, 
Centronics port, flonitor jack, NIDI interface tin/out ), and 
three, switchable, hi -res modes- 328x288 resolution tfiere 
each dot can take one of 16 colors out of 512 and the pallet 
can be reset to put ail 512 colors on the screen; 640x280 
with 4 colors per dot out of the 512, and 640x400 
non-interlaced, which requires a monochrome flonitor, This 
flonitor refreshes the screen, non interlaced, at 70 Hz.

PRODUCTION 538S7 I 138XE SHOW 
APRIL INSTORE DELIVER PLEDGED

SAN LEANDRO, Calif.— A panel of eight to Atari 
executives headed by AtariSoft president Sig Hart earn 
demonstrated production units of the new XE and ST computers 
at the San Leandro Computer Club on Hard) 5 and pledged that 
the powerful new eachines Kill be on retail tftelvcs in 
April. 

ftecording to research and development vice president 
Shiraz Siivji, the new 16-bit ST neuters will be shippd 
with Logo, but users will have to buy BASIC separately. 
However, other Atari spokesmen later told fbrtic privately 
that the decision not to Include BASIC eay still be changed. 

Atari has also postponed plans to produce an S-fait 
portable computer, due to lack of interest. Instead there 
will be a 16-bit portable ST. 

Also, plans for an IEM fl-bit eusic computer have been 
postponed indefinitely due to problems with finalizing the 
ANY sound chip, 

Ghivji and John Feagans, who is responsible for the 
16-bit computer's operating system, held the audience 
spellbound as they demonstrated the incredibly fast color 
Mindow/icon/mouse abilities of the ST — dubbed the 
■Jackintosh' for its resenblance to Apple's Macintosh. 

Feagans and Shivji also wowed the computer club by 
displaying the entire palette of 512 colors simultaneously 
on the ST. 

■It’s taken seven or eight months to develop, but it's 
real 1 The plastic is real! Ue're doing everything we can to 
get you the STs, ’ Hartmann said. 

'He believe it's faster than the IBM AT,* Shivji said. 
'! think this’ll be one of the sweetest machines for 
hackers. * 

Shivji said the chips in the new computers are 
soldered, not socketed. He encouraged expansion of the STs 
through the Direct M emo ry Access port, tdiich he said 
transfers data at 18 megabits per second, to also said the 
largest RON cartridge the STs can accept it ISflK. 

Hartsann presented much of the standard New Atari 
rhetoric. *Ue want a lot closer ties to user groups. Ue’re 
interested in better coMunications, helping fix problems 
and hearing criticise, * he told the audience of 388. 

In an unprecedented display of corporate openness, 
Hartmann was joined by the software product manager for the 
XEs, the product manager for the STs, the head of ST OS/601 
development, Atari's general counsel, and the vice 
presidents of finance and research and development, and the 
editor of the Atari Explorer. The entire group answered 
questions for over two hours. 

Atari is currently selling a professional develo f ent 
package for the 16-bit computers, maid Hartmann. For 
*4,588, a developer mill receive *i ST computer, an RSI 
color Monitor and a high resolution monochrome monitor, t» 


1 5- inch disk drives and C tools, including a cooler, 
linker, loader, assemb ler, debugger, editor, 
up loader /down loader and full technical specification*. 

Mari is also seeking qualified people to write and 
test software for the new 8-bit IE machines, according to 
Hartmann. 

■The 6-bit line is still alive and well. All nmw 
software will run on the MIL and 65IE, but will 
automatically look for and use the extra 64K RAN in the 
13RXE, ' said John Skruch, software product manager for the 
8-bit line. 

■Private software developers are already writing for 
the XEs. Hayden Software is converting Sargon III, the 
chess program,* Skruch said. 

Richard Fricke said he expects to have 35 to 38 software 
packages on sale then the STs are released in April. 

Fricke, Hartaartn's second-in-co«and, also promised 
that the XEs are wore solid than the S88XL, *If you lift 
your 888XL one foot above a table and drop it — gently — 
you'd probably lose an 

AtariUriter file. That won’t happen with the XEs.' 

Although Atari chairman Jack Trawiel previously said he 
would sell no software for over $49, Hartsann now said that 
no software would cost wore than $188, but wost Mari 
software would still retail below $58. 

Those packages will include home productivity, 
business, education and entertainment software, in order of 
iaportance to the new Mari Corp, Fricke said. 

M the April computer fair in Hanover, Germany, Jack 
Tramiel will announce a true 33-bit microcomputer, and will 
also demonstrate the Local Area Network capability of the 
6-bit and 16-bit Maris, according to Hartmann. 

Using the Infinity integrated software package from 
Matrix Systems, the XEs and STs will support up to 33 Atari 
terminals linked in a LAN through joystick ports, said 
Fricke. 

The 16-bit ST computers are based on a Motorola 68388 
chip running at B Mil. These machines will include a 
keyboard processor chip, idiich also controls two joysticks 
or the two-key mouse that is included with the computer. 

In addition to joystick and wouse ports, the STs have a 
cartridge slot, a hard disk port, a floppy disk port, HS-232 
and Centronics 

interfaces, two monitor connections, an RF port for hooking 
up TV sets, and NIDI (Musical Instrument Digital Interface! 
in/out ports, said the Mari panel. 

The 16-bit 5285T has SISK memory and will cost $599. 
The 1385T with 138K memory will retail for $399. A 588K 
wicrofloppy disk drive will 
also be available for under $288, said Hartmann. 

As previously announced, the 16-bit ST co^wtps will 
function in any one of three resolution nodes. Using a 331 
x 398 dot resolution, each dot may be one of 16 colors. In 
the 648 ■ 388 resolution, four colors per dot are possible. 
A monochrome mode offers 648 x 488 dot resolution. 

Sig Hartmann and other top Mari executives will iNt 
with officers of users groups free all ovsr the country at 4 
p. a. on Hard) 38 in fMic'e offices as part of the 
nagaiine's third anniversary celebration. More details will 
be available on CoepuServe toon.

Later 1 gave a quick deeo of both a 
disassembler and ore of the eore recent MACRO assemblers.

Last eonth 1 said that there is a large aeount of tiM 
left over during a Vertical Blank which a prograver can 
utilize. After the OS has taken car* of its VBlank 
requirements lie. update the realtiaa clock, the color 
registers.. .etc.), a great deal of tiM still rewains in 
which alot can be done. Just a few are; 

Updating the player/eissile graphics, updating the 
ccwputer’s game logic or letting the cowputer twittle its 
thuwbs, which it does a lot of. 

Another thing you could have it do is update the screen 
display. As a setter of fact, this is an ideal tiM to do 
just that. The TV scan beae still hasn't sade it to the top 
of the screen, so arty changes sade won’t be seen until the 
next frame, This will prevent that unsightly swearing 
caused by the intrMdiate stages of the changes, Which 
brings M to the subject of the following prograe listing. 

But before m get into the routine, there are two 
subjects that still need to be discussed. First, how do you 
initialize your Vblank routine, by that I Man, how do you 
tell the cowputer where your routine is and when to start 
using it. And secondly, how do you return fro* the 
interrupt to norwal processing. 


These problMi can be solved a nuwber of ways. One ; 
Mthcd is to write another prograe that waits until a 
Vertical Blank is not being processed then, if replacing the 
iMKiiate VBlank routine, saving tha old VBlanfc vector, and 
insert the new vector’s address. It it iMortant, when 
replacing the iMediate VBlank routine, that you save the 
old iMediate VBlank vector so that you can exit through it. 
Otherwise you will lock up the system. To exit the deferred ; 
interrupt, you would need to add to your code a set of 
instructions that restores the registers and returns fro* 
the interrupt. A better Mthod is use the routine 
resident in the ATARI operating system. With this, all that 
is required is, after saving the old iMediate interrupt 
vector if needed, to load the new routine's address in the X 

and V registers (Y=LSS X*f6B) and loading the accumulator 
with cither a £ or 7. After loading the registers, you just 
juep to the subroutine 'SETVBV' (SE45C) and the rest is 
taken care of. Concerning the value to put in the 
accumulator, you use a £ if you wish iMediate processing, 
and a 7 for a deferred. 

By the way, this same routine can also set the systM 
timers. 

Exiting the deferred VBlank interrupt is also easy, 
thanks to the ATARI operating systee. There is a vector 
called XITVBV at «462, which takes care of all the exit 
housekeeping. All you need to do is sake sure the last line 
of your routine is 'JH* XITVBV 

Now, lets get to the prograa. This little routine will 
create that rather elusive creature, the flashing cursor, 
itiat the program very quickly does is, check every VBlank 
period to see if it is tiM to change the cursor. If it is, 
the routine will calculate the position of the cursor in the ' 
screen data area. The cursor will then be turn on or off by 
'EXCLUSIVE OR’ ing that location of the IMS area. 

This routine is completely maintenance free, so it can 
be installed and forgotten. But I will warn you, it will 
®T re-install itself *dien the REST key is pressed! Also, 
though the handlsr is relocatable and can be used as part of 
a BASIC program, I have not included an initializing routine 
froe BASIC. The handler MUST BE installed from DOS. 

That’s all for this month. Next eonth I will start on 
the horizontal interrupts. (Sure hope you like rainbows!!) 
Hell bye for now and....

Micro League Baseball is the best baseball gaee eade 
for the Atari. It has all the takings of being put in the 
Baseball Hall of Fee with all the classic baseball players, 
like Babe Ruth, This gaee is a big plus for Atari owners who 
like a good sports gaee. 

The controls for this gas are sieple. All the 
controls are keyboard nuabers and so ee letters. The nuato- 
cc«ands control the type of pitch and the way you want your 
player to hit the ball. The letter coasands control the 
teaas you choose in the gue and in the beginning, if you 

want to play the gaee or put on the dewo for you to watch. 

You don’t hold on to a joystick, so you don't get really 
tired after the third irming. The coeputer controls all 

other player soveeents, like running free base to base and
